TO NEW MEXICO 


Fort Sill, Ok., March 22.—By or­ 
der of Secretary 
of 
the 
anterior 
Franklin P. Laoe, to 
which 
agrees 
Secretary Lindley M. Garrison of the 
Departm ent of War, the bill for the 
transfer of the Apache prisoners of 
war from the Fort Sill Military Res­ 
ervation to the Mescalero Indian Res­ 
ervation in New Mexico is revived 
and under outhority of the order, 
nearly 200 members of the rem nant 
band of Geronimo Apaches will leave 
Tuesday of next week, going by spec­ 
ial train to their new homes in the 
‘‘old stamping grounds” of their fath- 
ers. 


This news was given publicly here 
today. The num ber to be taken will 
be btween 180 and 190, possibly 200, 
the actual number depending upon 
the wishes of the Indians themselves. 
The sixty or seventy-five 
who 
re­ 
main wdll be bought allotm ents in 
Oklahoma. Definite plans for those 
who remain and for the sale of the I 
Apache cattle, 10,000 head 
on 
the 
m ilitary reservation, will be decided 
upon later. Under the terror of the 
bill, all the Apaches Who have been 
held here are given their permanent 
liberty. Those who go to New Mexi­ 


co will he turned over to the Inter- 
I ior Departm ent to he under the su- 
j per vision of the Indian Agent on the 
J Mescalero Reservation. One hundred 
thousand dollars is appropriated to 
pay the expenses of the transfer and 
to buy allotm ents for those who re­ 
main in Oklahoma.
